We shouldn’t be surprised if not one of our readers has any idea where Gateway was and 
strangely the location wouldn’t even qualify as a “ghost town” as it was never large enough to be 
a town in the first place. About 1902 the Great Northern Railway put a line north from Rexford, 
Montana into British Columbia to carry coal from the mines at Coal Creek (near Fernie) and 
Michel. The site of Gateway was where the G.N.R. and the Kootenay River crossed the 
international border and was the location of the office of a Collector of Customs. There had been 
a post office established at the location, called Phillips, since October 1, 1899.! It was named for 
the first postmaster. On November 1, 1903 the name of the post office was changed to Gateway. 
Perhaps confusion arose with the name of the community on the Montana side of the border 
which was also called Gateway, for effective July 1, 1914, the post office changed the name once 
more, calling it Newgate. The railway line was abandoned in the 1930’s and replaced by a road, 
but by 1968 the population, never shown as more than 100 people, was deemed insufficient to 
maintain the post office and it was closed October 31, 1968. In the mid 1970’s the Libby Dam 
was built and the impound lake behind it, Lake Kookanusa, flooded much of the valley reaching 
into Canada including the former site of Gateway. There still is a road on the west side of the 
lake called the Newgate Road. Gateway seems to have been a destination for those wanting to 
go hunting or fishing. 

We owe some gratitude to the passing of John Laphan, who was not the original owner of 
the hotel but a subsequent owner, for John died intestate, i.e. without a will,* and his widow had 
to file various papers with the probate court to obtain title to the property, including a document 
described as, “land as per description of the property when transferred by the Columbia and 
Kootenay Railway and Navigation Company to one Kate A. Lacey, 19 April 1904, containing 
two acres more or less.”» The Columbia and Kootenay Railway and Navigation Company held 
the Charter to build the railway in British Columbia. When Mrs. Laphan filed her application in 
October 1909, she was living in North Dakota and declared that she was the widow of John 
Laphan and that there were no children. An administrator was appointed in June 1911 and his 
application requested an order directing and confirming a sale of the property to George Vincent 
for $2,000, “the same being a fair valuation and an advantageous sale on behalf of the said 
Estate.”* Mr. Laphan was born in Ontario in 1854. He was still in Ontario in 1901 living with 
his wife and an adopted son, William, age 13.4 We don’t know if he ever actually operated the 
hotel, or whether he was solely a landlord who leased the hotel out. He may have acquired it as 
an investment. 
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It appears that the Deed of Title came only after the hotel was up and running for in 
December 1903 the Fernie Free Press reported that Kate Lacey had applied for a liquor license 
for the hotel. On the same page of the newspaper there was mention of “An interesting case 
involving some nice legal points ... Mrs. Lacy, of Gateway, accused her husband of assault, he 
having forceably [sic forcibly] ejected her from the Gateway hotel ...”° Mrs. Lacey applied for a 
transfer to Frederick Tamplon in September 1904.° However, the licence was held by John 
Irvine for 1905 and 1906. The licence was transferred at the end of 1906 to George H. Scott.’ 

In April 1908 Mrs. Laphan applied to transfer the license to Simon Dragon,® and he in 
turn applied to transfer the licence to George Vincent in April 1910. The BC Directory for 1910 
shows only the Royal hotel in Gateway, and George Vincent as the hotelkeeper.? Ownership of 
the hotel appears to have gone from Mrs. Lacey to John Laphan, then to his estate for sale to 
George Vincent. We know only a little about Mr. Vincent. In the 1911 Canada census he was 
described as a hotel keeper, single male, born in England in November. 1877 who entered 
Canada in 1903. He professed to be Church of England.!° 

George Vincent applied to transfer the licence to Robert R. Webb in August 1911.!! Mr. 
Webb was still running the hotel in 1914 and applied for a renewal for 1915 in October 1914.!2 
The 1918 Wrigley’s BC Directory mentioned neither the Royal Hotel, nor Mr. Webb in its listing 
for Newgate.

However, the line that went through Gateway appears to have been 
operated by the Great Northern Railway and not the CPR, so we wonder if there was an error in the documents 
filed with the court or whether part of the Columbia & Kootenay land grants just happened to be in the area 
unrelated to the Great Northern.

The small coal mining community of Michel was located to the east of Fernie, in the 
Crows Nest Pass, close to the Alberta border. The town was named after Chief Michel of the 
Kootenay Indians. Michel was a company town, everything was owned by the company. New 
Michel started up about two kilometres away from Michel. The New Michel post office was 
renamed Natal, after the town in South Africa as of January 1, 1914.! Michel and Natal were 
close to the coal mines and were dusty, dirty communities. The underground coal mines were 
operated by Crows Nest Pass Coal Company, Ltd., also active in Fernie and Coal Creek, from 
the late 1890’s until the mid 1950’s. For the next 15 years after the mines shut down there was 
very little to keep people in either of the towns. The people who could afford to leave, left. 

However, coking coal became an important commodity in the late 1960’s and Kaiser 
Resources acquired the rights to the many millions of tons of coal remaining. But they wanted to 
mine the coal as an open pit mine, by that time the only economic method to do so. They also 
wanted to move the inhabitants of Natal and Michel away from the mine to a new cleaner 
community named Sparwood. This signalled the end of Natal and Michel. Part of the problem 
was that the government wasn’t prepared to help move the people, and the company offered such 
low compensation for the old homes that people couldn’t afford to move, but had to as they 
didn’t have title to their property or homes. When the company bought the old houses they burnt 
them and expanded their slag pile over the former town. 

Luigi Altomare, known in Natal as Louis, was born in Mangone, Italy c. 1868. He came 
to Canada in 1906.2 His much younger brother, Vincenzo Altomare (b. 1887) came at the same 
time. Louis started up the B.C. Bakery in 1913. In 1914 he brought his wife, Maria Pugliese, to 
Canada. Vincenzo, who was known as James opened the Kootenay Hotel in Natal in 1916 and 
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by 1939 also managed the Palace Theatre. He died in Calgary in 1942 after lengthy illness, and 
is buried in Sparwood. 

Louis retired from the bakery in 1944 when his son, Joseph “Joe” Fiore, took over. Louis 
passed away in May 1961 at age 93. His wife, Maria had died in October 1943.* Joe and his 
wife, Armida, operated the bakery until 1978 when they shut the business down. Joe died in 
1988 at age 70.° His obituary mentions that Joe was on the town council for 12 years and served 
on the hospital board. He was survived by his wife, two daughters and a grandson.° Armida is 
still alive at age 96, but frail and living in a seniors home. 

The cardboard tokens would have been issued before 1944 as they show L. Altomare. 


Mike Souza, active in the North Shore Numismatic Society, mentioned some years ago 
that his brother was married to an Altomare from Sparwood. He was kind enough to make 
enquiries for me and pass any information on. Unfortunately by 2011 no one in the family could 
provide any reliable information on the bakery. However, they passed on information about a 
National Film Board film, entitled, That’s the Price. This film made in 1970 by Michael Scott is 
a scathing indictment of the B.C. Government and Kaiser Resources. The 41 minute-long film is 
available on line at https:/Awww.nfb.ca/film/thats_the price. Ten minutes into the film there is a 
dinner at Armida and Joe’s house with uncles, aunts, and cousins, and at just under 15 minutes 
Joe and Armida are shown working in the their bakery. You can almost taste the grit and coal 
dust in the town in the outdoor scenes. I recommend watching the film, not because it’s pretty, 
but it is a fascinating look at a old time coal mining community which will give you an idea of 
the people who lived there, and used their cardboard tokens to obtain their daily bread.

George Emanuel Patterson was born January 21, 1862 at Glenburnie, Ontario. 
Patterson settled in Toronto in 1871. He began his own business in 1883 selling 
bookbinders stamps and was located at 31 Adelaide St. E., Toronto. In August of 1892 
Patterson took on a partner, Emanuel W. Heward, a family relative who was born in 
Ontario in 1872. Heward was a founder by trade. 

The name of the new company was Patterson & Heward. Their METAL 
first location was at 40 Wellington St. W. A few years later — enGRAVERS 
they would settle in larger premises at 319 King St. W. In a ee 
relatively short time Patterson & Heward would become PATTERSON & HEWARD 
known for being able to fabricate anything that was  ———* tw fieeties forento 
commercially needed in metal. Casting and metal stamping was their core business. 
Brass or bronze memorial tablets, building directory plates, embossing dies, book 
stamps, soap dies, metal numbers, signs etc. were all expertly produced. Throughout the 
Dominion of Canada Patterson & Heward became known for manufacturing a quality 
product. Their bronze signs, made from sheet metal and not acid cut, were highly sought 
after. Raven black cement was used for filler and was guaranteed for 10 years.

George Patterson was a die sinker and engraver by trade. The company 
employed from 3-6 people at any given time. Around the year 1900 the company began 
working with aluminum as well as brass and bronze. In 1910 Patterson & Heward 


began advertising the availability of 

aluminum trade checks. The compan See ee ee 

is known to have produced the ‘Oak re : econ era a ee 3 
Hall’ tokens for W.E. Sanford of geist en i ee ee 
Hamilton, the Playfair and Preston 

Co.” tokens of Midland, Ontario and 

the Maple Leaf Billiard Parlors’ token of Toronto. What is not as well known is that the 
firm made an advertising die of their own stating around the outer rim; ‘Patterson & 
Heward Mfrs. / Toronto’. Inside; ‘Sample / Trading and Advertising / Coins’.* At this 
time no token from this die has ever been seen. An explanation as to why the die may not 
have been used is unknown. It is unlikely that Patterson & Heward struck the tokens 


themselves.

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W.H. Banfield & Co. was located nearby and was likely used for this purpose. 

George Patterson died suddenly on August 7, 1921 after boarding a train accompanied 
by his wife near Barrie, Ontario. They were returning to Toronto after a summer 
vacation. Patterson was 59 years old. Emanuel Heward carried on with the business for 
a short time until he died suddenly January 22, 1926. Heward was 55 years old.

Engravers and Diesinkers 


Isaac Charles Fell was born in Oro township, Simcoe County in 1856. Isaac 
came to Toronto in 1878 and began a business partnership with engraver George 
J.B. Rodwell. The company, Rodwell and Fell, was located at 7 '4 Adelaide St. E. in 
Toronto and lasted 2 years. Isaac formed the company I C Fell in 1880 and was 
located at the Rodwell & Fell address. George Rodwell teamed up with his brother 
Luke and carried on business as rubber stamp manufacturers for a few more years 
located at 10 King St. E in Toronto. 


George Cornelius Dowdell was born April 14, 1860 in London, England. His 
family immigrated to Canada (Toronto), about 1875 and were known to be in the 
cigar manufacturing trade. George apprenticed to be an engraver and diesinker and 
joined Isaac Fell in forming I C Fell & Co. in 1880. This partnership would last for 
the next 31 sett until his death in 1911.

In 1886 i Fell & Co. moved to more extensive rooms at 27 Adelaide St. By 
this time both men are accomplished engravers. The company engraved the dies of 
many tokens and medals but did not have the facility to strike them. W H Banfield 
did all of the token and medal manufacturing work for IC Fell & Co. This is 
evidenced by a letter dated Oct. 27, 1892' to numismatist F X Paquet from IC Fell & 
Co stating in part; 

“We have handed your letter to Mr. W H Banfield, 76 Wellington St. West, Toronto 
who makes a specialty of medal stamping. We engrave the dies but the stamping is 
done by him”. 

Another letter to FX Paquet dated Oct. 26, 1892 from W H Banfield states in part; 
“Mr. Fell has handed us a letter sent (by you) as we make all his medals”’.

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On June 26, 1907 I C Fell & Co. incorporated as the Toronto Stamp and 
Stencil Works Limited. The company was capitalized with $40,000". The 
provisional directors were listed as; DC Ross, IC Fell and GC Dowdell. 

Officially, Isaac Fell was the President and General Manager, George C. Dowdell 
was the Vice President and Secretary Treasurer and F. W. Kennedy was the 
Superintendent. The company’s listed intent was; 


(a) TO Carry on a general metal engraving business; (b) TO manufacture, buy, sell and otherwise 
dispose of railway, banking, company and office stamps, brass signs, memorial tablets, baggage 
and key checks, brass checks of all kinds, name plates, badges, steel and brass stamps, seals, 
stencils, brands and rubber stamps; (c) TO manufacture, sell, buy and generally deal in all materials 
used in the manufacture of any of the above described articles.

The Toronto Stamp & Stencil Works Limited is still in business today. They 
are known as Toronto Stamp Inc. Although tokens and medals are not on the menu 
the company manufactures rubber stamps, badges, signs, tags and labels. 


George C. Dowdell died peacefully on September 28, 1911 at 51 years of age. 
Five years later, on September 14, 1916, Isaac C. Fell suddenly passed away at 60 
years of age.

The history of brewing in Lambton County Ontario is somewhat limited due in part to the county being 
one of the last to be settled in Canada West and the influence of temperance legislation in Ontario and the 
withdrawal of prohibition in the United States ( 1919-1933) effecting Michigan particularly the city of 
Detroit the destination of most of the boos that crossed the St Clair river from Ontario into Michigan. 
Competition from imports into Sarnia also played a small part during prohibition, considerable more 


after. 


In 1861 George Russell began Sarnia Brewing on Front street in Sarnia in the rear of the Bank of Upper 
Canada building, he is listed in the Sarnia directory as a “ Maltster & Brewer of Ail and Porter, a dealer in 
Malt and Hops. The business thrived, the product was well received by the public despite imports from 
London, Toronto and Montrel, only failing health forced George to lease the business to his brother John 
in 1876. He after a time leased the business to A.E. Sinclair. ( 1890 )

John Russel listed this advertisement as Proprietor with H.J. Johnson as manager, found in the Sarnia Directory. 


Albert Edward Sinclair was not as fortunate as his predecessors the business failed due to the 
introduction of the Canada Temperance Act or Scott Act. In 1878 by the Liberal Government and second 
Prime Minister of Canada Alexander Mackenzie, representing the Sarnia Riding. This act allowed for 
implementation at the local level, in Sarnia the Scott Act was in effect from 1886 lasting three years. 
Sinclair was forced to sell to the Heuser family of Marine City Michigan. (1890) Peter Heuser operated 
the brewery as the Union Brewing Co. Limited. ( Peter Heuser is listed in the Sarnia Directory as a 
Brewer to the UNION BREWING Co. of Sarner.) Houser sold about four years later to Messrs Longhead, 
Cook and Einkorn.

The Sarnie Brewery was reestablished to serve the needs of American Prohibition ( 1919-1933) by 
Casmir Kocot. Producing brands as Olympic Rice Beer, Cascade Lager, Red River Ale and Blue Ribbon 
Lager. They used the usual methods to smuggle their product including an extra loaded box car in a train 


passing through the St.Clair tunnel Sarnia to Port Huron, Mich. The Company failed with the end of 
prohibition 1933.

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The Town of Simcoe 


Yimece, itself, the principal town of Norfolk County has a terrific amount to offer the token collector. 
There are nine merchants known to have used due bill tokens. One of these also issued a 
commemorative advertising piece and another merchant had a 50¢ trade token. There are bakery, 
dairy, canning, billiards and bar tokens and one issued by a paving company. Various service clubs 
have made use of plastic drink tokens in recent times. 


The junction of highways #3 and #24 is the location of the main intersection of Simcoe. The 
town is 50 miles east of St. Thomas, about 18 miles south of Brantford and a few miles north of Port 
Dover on Lake Erie. 


The first settlers arrived there about 1800. John Davis, George Kent and Aaron Culver were 
early pioneer businessmen in the settlement. Its location on the Talbot Road, now Highway #3 was 
important as at that time this was the only highway between St. Thomas and Niagara Falls. 


The Davis family had their farm surveyed into lots and sold them. They established a grist 
mill, of which the mill-race was dug from the pond across Colborne and Norfolk Streets over the low 
ground east of Norfolk Street crossing Main Street and Crescent Blvd., and entering the creek. A saw 
mill and distillery were also established. These were followed by a soap factory, a large 
blacksmithing establishment, a wagon shop, tinshop and a large general store. 


On Water Street the Mathias Steele General Store got started but was burned down during the 
war of 1812. The Culver Mill was also destroyed. 


An American by the name of William Bird erected a general store on the south-east corner of 
Norfolk and Water Streets and for awhile the settlement was being referred to as “Birdtown”. 


In 1820, Duncan Campbell, a young Scot from Montreal came here representing a large 
wholesale firm. He was sent to Birdtown to deal with interests in the Bird firm. Immediately after 
arriving, he took charge of the store. Bird disappeared, never to be seen again. Campbell continued 
to operate the store for some time. He was later appointed as postmaster and retired from his 
mercantile venture. The new postoffice was at the corner of Argyle and Norfolk Streets and the town 
name became Simcoe. 
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Simcoe (Ontario) Canning Company Tokens 


Tre Simcoe Canning Company was established in 1881 by William P. Innes, Joseph Jackson, R.T. 


Livingstone and Dr. James Hayes. Livingstone and Hayes sold their shares to Innes and Jackson and 
eventually sole ownership fell to William P. Innes. The business grew steadily and prospered and by 
1924 it was one of the largest, if not the largest plant of its kind in the country. In the early days the 
cans were made by hand, and three or four hundred cans was considered a good day’s work for a can- 
maker. In 1906, automatic can-making equipment was installed and by 1924 the output was measured 
in the millions. The Simcoe Machine Shop was started in 1920 and this company was able to supply 
the Canning Company with machines that formerly had to be purchased in foreign countries. During 
the 43 years up until 1924 great quantities of fresh fruits and vegetables from the vicinity were used 
and millions of dollars were paid out to local growers and farmers as well as a large pay roll to the 


employees of the business. 


The Simcoe Canning Company made use of tokens while they were in operation. A round 
brass 20 mm token exists which was probably used to pay for packing. There are two varieties of the 
token known. The 2nd variety having a larger numeral “2" on the reverse. The legends are incuse.

“harles F. Misener was born July 20" , 1864 in Simcoe. He began his apprenticeship as a baker in 
1881, serving in Simcoe, Delhi and other places before returning to Simcoe to work for the 


established bakery of Robert Tune. By 1888 Mr. Misener was the owner of this bakery and he 
operated it as a bakery and confectionery until he sold out to a Mr. W. C. Britton in November of 


19t5: 


On January 30", 1889 Charles Misener married Agnes Macpherson. She died in 1933 and he 
later married her sister Ida E. Macpherson who died in 1940. Mr. Misener died in 1957. He and his 
two wives are buried in Simcoe’s Oakwood Cemetery.

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G. A. Curtis’ Grocery, Simcoe, Ontario 


On the south-west corner of Norfolk and Robinson Streets in Simcoe was a small frame building 


known as the old “Checkered Store”. It had been built by a Mr. Hunter who had it painted in a 
checker board design in red and white checks. At some time a partnership of Coleman & Curtis 
bought the store with Mr. Coleman retiring after a short time. John Curtis bought the Hunter home 
which was at the rear of the store and for many years conducted a grocery business there. John Curtis 
had four sons, John, Frank, Harcourt and George A. John Curtis died about 1880 and was succeeded 
in the business by his son George A. Curtis. In an ad of June 25", 1914, George Curtis stated that 
they delivered goods to all parts of town. Their phone number was 24. In March of 1915 he was 
making mention of the business as “Ye Olde Grocery”. He was with the business for 40 years until 
his death in 1920. George A. Curtis was active politically as well being on town council on several 
occasions. As a younger man he had been active in sports being involved with both lacrosse and 
sprinting. He also held the rank of major in the 39" Battalion. 


Trade due bill tokens were used by G. A. Curtis in connection with his store. They had been 
supplied by the J. K. Cranston Company of Galt, Ontario and ranged from 1¢ to $1 in denomination. 


They were round in shape, of aluminum and ranged from 21 mm for the cent to 36 mm in diameter 
for the dollar.

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The Potts - Clark Company Store and Tokens, Simcoe, Ontario 


Que Gill tokens are known for the clothing firm of Potts-Clark in Simcoe. They range in 
denomination from 1¢ to $1. No ten cent tokens are known but it is very likely that they existed. The 
tokens are octagonal in shape, range from 18mm in diameter for the cent to 35 mm for the dollar. 
They are made of aluminum. 


Both H. W. Clark and L. J. Potts ran clothing stores in Simcoe before becoming partners in 
March of 1902. Ads can be found for both of these companies in the pages of the Simcoe 
newspapers, the Norfolk Reformer and the later Simcoe Reformer. 


In the Norfolk Reformer of October 6", 1892 is found the following: 


“L. J. Potts - New Clothing Store - secured Mr. Frank Stevenson’s stock of ready-made 
overcoats - opposite Mansion House - Robinson Street.” 


By October 19", 1893 L. J. Potts is advertising his store as “The Hub”. The Leading Clothier 
& Men’s Outfitter. By January OF 1894 he had moved into McCall’s Block and was directly opposite 
the Norfolk House. 


The issue of November 7", 1901 states that their business had grown so fast that they found 
their present store too small. They were moving into larger, more commodious quarters in the old 
Darling Shop. This was the last ad for “The Hub” under the ownership of L. J. Potts. In the 
November 14" issue of the Simcoe Reformer “The Hub” advertises a change of ownership. “I have 
disposed of my Clothing, Hat and Furnishings to Messrs. Culver & Price who will continue in all its 
DIANCHESs ....+24005 L. J. Potts, The Leading Clothier and Men’s Outfitter. “The Hub” continued in 
business in Simcoe for many more years under a succession of owners. 


The next that is heard of L. J. Potts is in an ad of H. W. Clark & Co. In it they state that: 


“‘We have - Pleasure in announcing that Mr. L. J. Potts who is connected with the firm of the H. W. Clark Co. will from 
this date take an active interest in the management of this growing concern. This change will in no way effect the business, 
except the name, which in future will be The Potts-Clark Co. H. W. Clark & Co. Dry Goods and Ladies’ Furnishings.” 


During 1902 they added a millinery department. Their ads became larger and they stated that 
they took cash or produce and one price to all. “The Peoples’ Store - Progressive Store Keeping - 
Simcoe’s Biggest Department Store - Potts-Clark. 

In May of 1903 Potts-Clark needed 2500 pounds of choice butter and 5000 dozen fresh eggs. 


The store continued with large ads ona regular basis in the pages of the Simcoe Reformer until 
April of 1910. An A. A. Osborne, manager of the Osborne Co. was advertising that he was the 
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successor to the Potts-Clark Co. He was paying the highest prices for butter and eggs and selling the 
bankrupt stock and some of the fixtures of the Potts-Clark Company. Included for sale were a 30 foot 
oak cabinet with grills, two computing scales, one coffee mill, one Bowser Oil Tank, one cheese 
cabinet, tables, a gas stove and many articles in a 1“ class grocery department. Osborne continued 
for many years in this business. L. J. Potts moved to Toronto at about this time.

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The Sovereens of Simcoe, Ontario 


The Sovereen name in Norfolk County goes back many, many years. Frederick Sovereen was the 


founder of Fredericksburg, now Delhi, Ontario which is a few miles west of Simcoe on Highway 3. 
A grand-son of his, Leamon Sovereen came to Simcoe in 1835 at the age of 17. He married a 
daughter of Aaron Culver, an influential pioneer and respected business man of Simcoe. He was in 
business as a general merchant at least as early as 1840. The following ad was in the October 22", 
1840 issue of the Norfolk Observer and Talbot District General Advertiser.

At that time there were several rival merchants in Simcoe including H. Webster, Dry Goods, 
Crockery, Groceries, Liquors - All of which is offered for sale on the most reasonable terms, for cash 
or wheat. T.J. Mulkins, Dry Goods, Crockery, Groceries and Hardware - Cheapest market in North 
America. He prices his goods in York Currency as well as dollars. 


Leamon Sovereen was not advertising in 1841. He may have been out of business for awhile 
but was certainly going strong a few years later. He eventually became the richest businessman in 
Simcoe. He was still going to the store daily as late as 1888. He died in 1894. 


In late 1865 S. M. (Sylvanus Morris) Sovereen, Leamon’ son was also in business as a general 
merchant. In October of 1866 he advertised in the Norfolk Reformer as follows: 


NEW STORE! NEW GOODS! 


S. M. SOVEREEN takes pleasure in announcing 
that he has taken and refitted the store recently 
occupied by L. G. Sovereen, Norfolk Street, 
Simcoe where he is now receiving and will con- 
tinue to receive until his stock is complete, a 
well selected assortment consisting of Staple 

@& Fancy Dry Goods..c..22206,-cyscsesc0ee 


The attention of country merchants and pedlars 
is also particularly invited to receive a liberal 
share of public patronage. Attention is especially 
to his stock of

No advertising is seen of L. G. Sovereen’s store from this time, however, S. M. Sovereen 
advertises regularly over the next year. In the Norfolk Reformer of August 29", 1867 S. M. Sovereen 
states his intention to sell stock off at cost over the next three months as he intends to leave the 
Dominion. The public was cordially invited to inspect the stock and make their purchases early as 
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the subscriber intends to close up business this fall. For about the next seven years, Sylvanus 
Sovereen was in Boston, Massachusetts. 


In March of 1868 the locations formerly used by L. G. Sovereen and S. M. Sovereen were 
joined together and H. W. Brethour, a successful Brantford merchant opened a branch store there. 
He was there until 1870. 


By 1874, S. M. Sovereen was back in business on Norfolk Street. In the Norfolk Reformer 
of 14" February, 1878 - S. M. Sovereen - Sign 444 - Norfolk St. Simcoe - is selling goods at rock 
BOUORY OIICE iiss. creitecs. Greenbacks taken at par. In 1879 his ads state that Sovereen of the 444 
cannot be undersold by any merchant in the Dominion. American greenbacks and silver taken at par. 


His ads were seen regularly in the pages of the Norfolk Reformer and later Simcoe Reformer 
for several more years. The store was still going by the name of S. M. Sovereen until it was sold in 
1913, however, it had been operated for quite some time by his estate, Sylvanus having died in 1910. 
The store was under the management of S. M. Sovereen’s son Art Sovereen. Arthur Sovereen had 
been born in 1879 and so consequently was 34 years of age when the store was sold. He had been 
ordered by his physicians to get out of the business. It was taken over by Grover C. Murdoch & Co. 
Limited. Grover Murdoch, born in 1882 was a brother-in-law of Arthur being married to his sister 
Lena Jane (Sovereen) Murdoch. Grover Murdoch died in1940 and was followed by his wife ten years 
later. Arthur Sovereen lived on until the age of 86 when he died in 1965.

C. R. Marlatt & Marlatt & Son, Store and Tokens 


The grocery store of Charles L. Marlatt was another business which made use of due bill tokens in 


Simcoe. Round, brass tokens ranging from 1¢ to $1 were used in conjunction with his business. The 
10¢ and the 25¢ tokens bore the familiar Boer War Peace designs of the Cranston Company token 
suppliers. The 10¢ token had the clasped hands design while the 25¢ had the dove. 


Charles Marlatt was originally in partnership with a Mr. James Haskett in the business. 
They were the successors of Charles A. Chadwick in a store that was known as the CHINA HALL. 
The following ad is from the Norfolk Reformer of 23" June, 1887: 


“I Have Sold Out 


And I desire that all parties holding due bills against me 
or to whom I am indebted will present themselves at the CHINA 
HALL before July 1*. 

Persons indebted to me will kindly call and settle at once. 
The business will change hands July 4", and as I wish to leave town 
at once all accounts not then paid will be placed in the hands of a 
legal gentleman for collection.

This was followed shortly by this: 


“New Broom Sweeps Clean” 
Give 
Haskett & Marlatt - a call when in want of Groceries & Provisions. 
Thurs., August 4", 1887 
Successor to Chas. Chadwick 
Norfolk St., Simcoe CHINA HALL 


The mention of due bills by Charles Chadwick in 1887 would most probably refer to hand- 
written due bills and not metal tokens.

The following ad from the Norfolk Reformer of January 5", 1888 gives us the exact date when 
C. R. Marlatt started to operate the store on his own. 


“Dissolution of Partnership 
Notice is hereby given that the partnership heretofore existing between James Haskett 
and Charles Marlatt under the name and style of Haskett & Marlatt, as grocers, in the town of Simcoe, has this 


day been dissolved by mutual consent. 
The business will in future be carried on by Mr. Charles Marlatt, to whom all debts due 


the late firm will be settled. 
Dated at Simcoe, this 15"" day of November, 1887.

In connection with the above notice the undersigned begs leave to announce that he has secured the 
services of Mr. Joseph H. Johnson formerly with N. C. Forde & Co. to take charge of the business in future. 
Every courtesy and attention will be accorded to all who will favor me with their patronage.

Charles Marlatt” 


Eventually Charles Marlatt was joined by his son Harry and the business was styled under the 
name of Marlatt & Son, Grocery. Tokens were also used under this ownership, brass 1¢, 5¢ and 10¢ 
pieces being known. On the 26" of September, 1918 Mr. James Egan advertised in the Simcoe 
Reformer that he was the successor to Harry Marlatt. Cash paid for butter and eggs. 


Both C. R. Marlatt’s tokens and those issued by Marlatt & Son are known counterstamped 
with a letter ““W”. These tokens were subsequently put into use by another long established and well 
known business of the Werrett family.

Tokens issued by this merchant do not appear to have been previously recorded. 
Kingsclear is situated approximately 20 kilometers west of the City of Fredericton, NB. 


Hugh Foley was born at Kingsclear Parish, York County, New Brunswick on July 12, 
1844. He was the son of John and Mary Foley, both born in Ireland. Hugh Foley 
married Julia Thorne, and they had five children: Mary Ann, Angelia, Hugh Lambert, 
Medard and Joseph Leo. 


In researching the name Hugh Foley for this article the usual sources, such as business 
directories, were not found very helpful. However sufficient Canada Census data has 
confirmed the issuer of the token and his occupation. The census for 1891 lists Hugh 
Foley as “farmer & merchant”; the 1901 census as “merchant”; and the 1911 and 1921 
census both indicate he was a “farmer”. The 1921 Bradstreet’s business directory list his 
occupation as “merchant”, and his Death Certificate under “last occupation of deceased” 
has the word “merchant”. The foregoing provides sufficient proof to establish the father 
Hugh Foley was the token issuer and not his son Hugh Lambert Foley, whose occupation 
is consistently shown as a farmer. 


Hugh Foley died on January 4, 1923 at the age of 78. At the time of his death he was a 
widower living with his son Hugh Lambert Foley, at Newmarket, NB. Hugh Foley is 
buried at St. Patricks Catholic Church Cemetery, Kingsclear Parish, Newmarket, NB. 

In addition to the 50 cents denomination shown above, a lcent token is also known. 
Given there are two denominations known, it is reasonable to presume other value tokens 


were struck.
